GOVERNMENT PATRONAGE. 


Practices of S«untora anA 
embvrc of Congrcjf.

Jtov YOEK, September 1st.—Tho Tri- 


bune's Washington dispatch says: 


A singular practice on tlie part of cer- 


tain Senators and members of Congress 
has just been developed in connection 
•with the disch«rges in the Treasury* De- 
partment. There ore employed iu the 
Department and its several 
ouremis 


abont 100 women, •vvhosa duties ara to 
sweep the rooms, dnst tho furniture, 
clean ths windows, scrub the marble, 
hallways and stairways, and do generally 
what 13 called house-sweeping about tho 
Department. These women aro'organ- 
ized under a Iftdy of refinement and 
Minding, and ths work alluded to has 
been brought io a perfect system. Much

gives thess places to widows of soldiers 
with children aud others depending up- 
on them. The Appropriation bill has 
largely reduced tbo force, and in select- 
ing persons for discharge, discrimina- 
tion was made against those whose cir- 
cumstances appeared to be without the 
influence which secured their appoint- 
ment. It was in this way that the habit 
of certain Congressmen was developed. 
It appears that for years many members 
and Senators who keep house iu AVnsh- 
ington during tho setting of Congress 
have been in the habit of securing em- 
ploves by the Government, duriug re- 
cess, of their domestics, thus saving 
their wages aud being sure they-n ill be 
on hand when hoasekeeping is resumed 
iu the Fall. In some cases coachmen, 
cooks, chambermaids, and even nurses, 
have been provided for places in the 
departments. 
There ftra largo sal- 


aries and the duties are light, and such 
situations are eagerly sought by the 
colored peopla and whites of the poor- 
er class, and if they cannot be obtained, 
the next best thine is to go in the ser- 
Tice of some influential Senator and 
member. At tho end of the session of 
Congress the Senator goes to one of tbe 
departments and has his coachman put 
upon the rolls. He goes to another de- 
partment and obtains employment for 
his cook or his man-servant, or for both. 
In one case, one department furnished 
employment for three servants for Sen- 
ators at one time. These servants do 
not lose Bight of their patrons' interest 
in the meantime, but tako care of their 
houses, keep moths out of furniture, 
mow lawns, watch stables am! take cars 
generally of property left in Washing- 
ton. 
In some caser, demands have been 


made for tha discharge of golcticrs' wid- 
ows, to make places for cools, chamber- 
maids and nurses of Senators and Con- 
gressmen, who ere recognized as mil- 
lionaires, and who are not above de- 
manding that their con-ants shall be 
paid by tho Government, and even 
threatening those who may refuse to 
comply with their demands.
